The most istereating !i!est!nf( of the pres- 
ent oampaign was that hold Jn the Odd 
Follows' hall, Fornwood road, last evening, 
when the Viotoria eleotors gathered in such 
numbers as to completely fill the ball, to 
meet the candidates on the side of tho gov- 
ernment. Hon. Mr. Beaven and eomo of 
his friends arrived unexpectedly during tho 
course of the meeting, and it v/as tho part 
that they took in it which made the 
alTair so interesting, giving as it did 
the opportantty to the government candi- 
dates to answer their opponents' criticism 
faco to face, which they did to the evident 
satisfaction of the largo audience. 

Mr. Thomas Haughtou took tho chair on 
motion of Mr. H. F. W. Bohnsen, and 
having brit fly acknowledged tho honor thus 
conferred upon hitn, said his prcsenae in 
this poaitioa indicated the assured fact that 
ho is on the side of the present govornment, 
under which the province has prospered 
more than ever before. He had every con- 
fidence that if tho present government was 
returned, the province would not suffer 
through any lack of effort on their part to 
make British Columbia tho most prosperous 
as it is tho faireat province iu the Dominion. 
Ho remarked upon tho now departure to- 
night when " Young Canada " waa to bo 
introduced in the peraons of tho young nion 
who, having studied up tho political quea- 
tions, would state why they had coma to 
the conclusion to support the government. 
Ho would first introduoo Mr. Grec(g, whom 
ho believed to be true as steel to tho cause 
he had espoused. (Applause.) 

Mr. Frank Gregg came forward amidst 
renewed applause, and opened with tho de- 
claration of his adherence to the cause of 
the present government, which he believed 
had worked in tho best interest of the city. 
He pointed out how absurd it is on tho part 
of the opposition to attribute to the govern- 
ment the depression which has existed here 
in common with all the rest of the world. 
Though the ory was designed to influence 
the workingroen. he felt that it would fail of 
its purpose. (Applanae.) He showed how 
foolish it woald be for the people of Vic- 
toria to place the interests of the oity in the 
bands of the op'poBition, who have shown 
themselves ai apatty'bn every occasion an- 
togonistid to the pttjr,' ail as a party in the 
present eleblibn are making most bitter at- 
taolu npon it. (Applause. ) 

Mr, S. D. Schnltz was next Introduced, 
and also met with a very cordial reception. 
He made a telling contrast botwoen the pro- 
gressive policy of the party supporting the 
Davie government, with the oheoso-pariDg 
narrow-minded bourse of the party in oppo- 
sition under the leadership of Hon. Mr. 
Beaven. He reviewed the careers in this 
oity of the government candidates, in turn, 
showing that they had been from tho first 
amongst the most progcesaive citizens. The 
former he thought would more than favor- 
ably compare with those tho opposition had 
put forward, and ho asked cordial and ac- 
tive support for them, especially from the 
younger men, whoao only hope was in the 
prosperity of their country. (Applause.) 

Mr. R. P. Rithet, whoao rising was greet- 
ed with a great display of enthusiasm, said 
it afforded him the greatest pleasure to meet 
this large gathering of the oleotors, and to 
toll them tho roaaona why he came before 
them as a candidate on tbo aide of the gov- 
ernment. From personal observation he 
had come to the oonolusioa that the govern- 
ment had acted in a manner best calculated 
to promote the interest of the Province, 
while the policy of the oppoaition seomed 
simply to be to collect a revenue and spend 
(Applause.) Tho country does not 
want this, but wants at tho head of affairs 
capable men, who having secured a revenue 
oau devise means of spending it so as 
to seoare the development of the 
country. Ho would favor the carrying 
out of a scheme for the eeitlciii'snt of the 
and, which he felt couid be devised on 
tho lines already saggestod by the gov- 
ernment. He thought that while the credit 
of the oountry is ao good as at present 
we should not lose the opportunity to ao- 
curo money to nse to the advantage of the 
country. He had/.very 'strong. feelings on 
the subject of ithaA'MlattbM*i'of|ilBbor and 
capital, which itwbnld be his endeavor to 
harmonize, for he felt it to be imperative 
that they should pull the same way and 
not be in any monner antagonistic. Ho 
thought that when workingmen wore ad- 
viaed to ontagoniza themselves to capital 
they ahould very carefully oonaider that 
advice, to 300 whether it was given in their 
intoreata or in that of tho givor. (Ap- 
plause ) Ho had heard it anid that tho 
candidates hud been too general in their 
addresa, but ho thought it rather bettor to 
bo general than to deal with queationa 
upon which they would have no power 
to carry out the policy announced. Ho 
thought the rcpresentativoa ahould bo 
judged not by their promiaoa at election 
times but by their porformunoos while in 
office. As the school quoetion bad been 
brought up, he oould say without hesitation 
that he is in favor of coDtinuing the present 
non-aootarian system in the publio eohools 
of tho province!. In oouolusiou he aaked 
tho oleotors who favored the govornment to 
vote for the wholo four on tho govornment 
ticket, for it would be foolish in tho extreme 
to send two or threo members to support the 
government and another to oppose them and 
minimise th'eir efforts. (Applause. ) 

Mr, John Brnden declared himself a rep- 
resentative of the workingman and showed 
that he is well entitled to claim to be in a 
position to know the wants of the working- 
men and to be able to speak for them. 
Dealing with the subject ot alien labor he 
said he had found from oxperlen'oe that he 
could noj^r put .in a|,tenderv,for a oontraoi 
across the',*lliib'bebaiue^he;lr a British sub- 
ject, but'men could oome from there to take 
contracts In British Columbia, al the con- 
truotor for tho sewers had done, and bring 
with him a very undesirable olaaa of people 
to do the work. This sabjeob he would 
give his attention to if elected. He con- 



trasted the leadera of tho two partiea now 
before the people — Hon. Mr. Davie thor- 
oughly occupied with public affairs, moving 
about from place to place in the province 
wherever ho can bo of service, while Hon. 
Mr. Beaven, thinking only of himaolf, is at 
home warming his shina. (.'.pplauae and 
laughter.) He does not say a word for the 
other candidates — for his party is all split 
up. It would, ho thought, be tho height 
of folly to dlaponao with tho ser- 
vices of skilled workmen, aa tho present 
governniont had ahown thpmaelvea to be in 
provincial affairs, and to replace them with 
tt lot of men who appeared to have no ideas 
in common and to bo ambitious mainly to 
upset what has been acoompliahed already. 
Mr, Rithet had been abused for his 
action during the distress of last winter, 
when he had consented to find work for 
some of the unemployed, and in addition to 
the $1 a day which it was agreed should bo 
paid them had given them all a good dinner 
beaido, but what had Mr. Heaven done 
when Mayor of Victoria ? He had employed 
men at the suspect station at $2L a month, 
leaving them to find their own dinner. 
(Applause.) Another proof of Mr. Beaven'a 
disregard for the workingman waa tho pro- 
vision ho hod tried to have introduced 
in the municipa! act last eesBion to 
prevent money being borrowed for 
necessary public worlcs without tho 
asaent of such a proportion of the 
property owners that the rich men 
could practically stop every proposition of 
tho kind, and tho laborers would bo without 
the employment which these works would 
provide. This proposition was defeated in 
the house, as only Mr. Beaven and Dr. 
Milno would veto for it. (Applanae.) This 
was a fair aample of what the leader of tho 
opposition would do with workingmen if 
they were en short-sighted aa to place him In 
authority, (Applause.) 

Mr. H. B. Helnrroken said ; he; wished to 
point out that if he was janfb'r iti'vears to 
Hon. Mr. Tamer. Mr. Bitbet.>nd:Mr. B:a- 
dcD. he mustadvanoe the blalm'to.have been 
in tho country.lMfo»'th'e£^''^' (Applanae and 
laughter.) He had'Iive'd here all his life 
with the exception of the time 
when, for want' of the educational 
facilities since provided, he had 
had to go elsewhere to obtain the education 
which enabled him to address them hero to- 
night. (Applause.) He wished to repeat 
what ho had said at the theatre tho other 
night about the relations of landlord and 
tenant, which he could say from personal 
knowledge resulted in a lot of serious injury 
at present — in a manner which ho showed 
by illustrations quoted. He would give tho 
landlord preference for a limitod period 
only, and if he allowed hia rent to run 
longer than that he should oome in the 
same as any other creditor. Another mat- 
ter to which he wiahed to give attention is 
the meohanics' lien act, which ho was not 
afraid to tackle (laughter), and which he 
thought he oould tackle just as well as the 
gentlemen on the other eido. He wanted 
the law fixed so that the workingman should 
get his pay at stated periods — onoo a month 
or once a fortnight or oftener. but that he 
should get it without fail. The law 
ought to bo such that it will 
be the duty of persona putting 
up buildings to see that the price at which 
they give out contracts is such that the con- 
tractor will be enabled to pay hia men out 
of what he will receive. He would have the 
lien law extended so an to attach the logs 
produced by . the logger. The preferential 
claim of clerks and other people engaged in 
buaincas to obtain threo months' wages is 
right enough, but in tho case of the appoint- 
ment of a receiver who sells out an establish- 
ment the olerka and other employes lose 
their preference under the law as at pres- 
ent. This he would endeavor to ohange. 
He commended the eatabliahmont of the 
courts of conciliation which had resulted in 
the settlement of the nnfortunate dispute tX 
the government bnildbgs! the. other, day; 
aud if this act were .iproperly^oarried, out he 
felt it would haye.the^ttepdency^to^'p^'oduce 
feelings of the utmost kindness between em- 
ployer and employe, so that each 
would have the confidence In the other. 
(Applausa ) He regretted that Hon. Mr. 
Turner could not bo here this evening to 
give an exposition of the financial policy of 
fhe government. At a meeting ho had ad- 
dressed on Saturday night he had been 
much strnok with a motto upon tho wall — 
"Businese, broins and brovery " — which ho 
felt ia very applicable to tho present govern- 
ment, who keep always in mind tho businoaa 
of the country, have the brains to carry it 
on, and the bravery to introduce such mea- 
sures as they considered to be in the best in- 
terest of the country. (Applause.) He 
noticed from tho papers that at the opposi- 
tion meeting he had boon attacked because 
of his profoeaion, by a gentleman who said 
that no lawyers aro wanted in tho houee — 
A Voico— We want the right kind^of iaw- 
yora, like yourself ! (Laughter and ap. 
plauBO. ) 

Mr. Helmoken — " Thank you, sir ; you're 
right." (Renewed laughter.) He pro- 
ceeded to state that he found it stated that 
the chairman of the meeting had advocated 
a small debts court, and that it bad been 
said that this is opposed only by tho legal 
profession, but he would tell hia old friend 
Mr. Alex. Wilson that what he wanted 
under the small debts act he oould have 
from the present county courts. The small 
debts act had been found defective and a 
blot on the statute books, and he thought it 
had very properly been repealed. He asked 
tho uotive and cordial co-operation of every 
elector in the present campaign, to aaaiat in 
the return of four membora to support tho 
govornment. (Applauao. ) 

Ex- Alderman Bragg being called upon 
came forward from tho audience, and 
though ho said the invitation was unex- 
pected ho made an entertaining address. 
He would deal with tho issues, 
ho said, from an industrial stand- 
point, from a broad and butter 
stcbndpolut, (Applause) He must honest- 
ly confess chat though there was a time 
whon ho thought tho I3on. Mr. Beaven waa 
tho first man in British Columbia in the in- 
terest of tho workingman he did not think 
eo to-day. (Applause.) The very last act 
of that gentleman in the Inoialature was to 
endeavor to raise the qualification for muni- 
oipal voters so as to debar a great many of 
the workingmen of this city from the right 
of voting, and he hoped hia fellow-wotking- 
men would not fail to remember this. (Ap- 
plauao. ) Up to the present, ever since be 
had been in this province be had been in' op- 
poeition, but he had now changed his mind, 
and felt justified in casting hia vote for tho 
government. Believing as ho did in rail- 
way enterprise ha was especially glad to see 
Mr. Bithet, one of the principal promoters 
of the Canada Western, is a oindidate for 
the legislature, and he hoped that before 
the next eleotion that gentleman would be 
able to place that scheme in a satiafao- 



tory poaitloD. He thonght the workingmen 
might fairly look for the sympathy of Mr. 
Rithet, for as he understood it that gentle- 
man when he came to this province was 
only a workingman himself, and he was 
entitled to all the more credit for tho po- 
sition to which he had raised himsolf. (Ap- 
plause.) He asked tho workingmen of 
Spring Ridge to do their own thinking. It 
was all very well for the candidates and 
thoir friends to tolk, and to call in Mr. 
Baaven to decide technical points (applause), 
but tho verdict rested with the eleotors, 
who be felt would decide on the side of tho 
government. (Applause.) As one inter- 
ested in the Single Tax he wished to tako 
exception to tho position of tho Single Tax 
candidate on tho opposition ticket, for he 
thought that the interests of the movement 
would be better served by one of its advo- 
cates if he oould be elected going into tho 
house as an indopendent, free to join with 
either party to seeuro its suoo^as. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Robert Beaven being called upon by 
several in the audience, canio forward 
amidst applause from hia scat in the body ot 
the hall. Ho opened by expressing tho 
opinion, amidst general expresaious of dis- 
sont, that if the public really understood 
the condition of affairs in the Province not 
only the majority of tho people in the 
audience but tho candidates themselves 
would be against the government. He took 
exception to what Mr. Helmoken had said 
on the subject of the mechanics' lion law, 
and claimed oredit for the opposition for 
that at present in force- The dcciiiion of 
the present elections would, ho folt, be of tho 
greatest importance to tho Province. One 
of the principal things which the govern- 
ment supporters have to talk about ia the 
government buildings, but it is the greatest 
nonsense to suppose that the buildings oonid ' 
be stopped if the oppoaition got in power. 
He and Dr. Milne had voted for those bnild- ; 
inga — in fact had oome to the rescue of the '' 
government on that matter. ' ' ' 

Mr. Jeeves (from the andience)— May I 
ask you a question, Mr. Beaven ? 

A few people In the audience made a great 
noiee^at thia, and the ohairman ha'd to rise 
and'ball for 'order. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said he would prefer not 
to be aaked any questions until the end of 
hia addresa. lie went on to make a personal 
attack on the members of the government — 
upon the Hon. Mr. Davie tor the money 
drawn by himoelf and "his brother, tho 
Doctor, who did absolutely nothing for tho 
$2,50 a month he drew," and upon Hon. Col. 
Baker, " for Roing to England to flaat his 
Cranbrood estate." Ho repeated, with 
considerable warmth, that there was, at the 
end of tho session, abaolutoly not money 
enough in the treasury to pay the seaaional 
indemnities, '(Laughter.) If the electors 
wanted a government such as he had des- 
cribed then let them vote for the govern- 
ment candidates. ' 

A Voice — We will. (Laughter and ' ap- 
plause.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven proceeded to denounce 
the Premier as an autocrat who pulled the 
strings while the members of the legislature 
jumped like puppets. He declared that in 
Vale Hon. Mr. Vernon is making the ex- 
planation that the parliament buildings bill 
was brought in only to indnae;the; members ; 
from the Mainland to vote for the'rediatii. 
bution bill. He thonght Mr. Bithet should 
explain to the audience how it was that the 
aolioitors of the company of whioh be is a 
director had written to the government ask- 
ing that steps be taken to seoiiref a'Cinwpen- 
aion of the restrictions on Ch{he8e,'.'sb',that 
they might be brought in to balld the 
Canada Western Bailway. He claimed 
that Bon. Mr. Davie and Hon. Mr. Taroer 
had votod down every proposition he 
had made to forbid the employment 
of Chinese by companies chartered 
by tho legislature. Be disputed Mr. Tur- 
ner's right to congratulation for success as a 
finance minister, for he held him responsi- 
ble for the discrepancy of §400,000 between 
his estimatesof revenue from July, 1888, un- 
til tho present and tho actual receipts ; and 
claimed thctt tho expenditure had in the 
same period exceeded tho estimate by nearly 
§1,000,000. With great exphaais be de- 
clared that is the first six months of tho 
present fiscal year the expenditure had actu- 
ally exceeded tho revenue by §500,000, and 
that Bovcal special funds hud been used to 
make up tho deficiency— spent he supposed 
to enable Col. Baker to go tu England. (De- 
riaivo laughter.) 

Mr. A. J. McLean — Will you kindly toll 
the ttudienoa what tho province has got for 
this money they havo expended — how many 
miles of roads, how many bridges, school 
houses, etc., they have got for it 2 (Great 
applanae.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven replied that he waa not - 
finding fan , with the government for 
having apen^ money, hot only for having 
illegally uaed the funds mentioned. Speak- 
ing of bridges, he would say that in place of . 
$100,000 whioh the government would have 
to expend in bridges to replace those washed 
away by the Fraser river flood, the amount 
jvould bo $200.000. ' 

A Voice — All on account of the govern- 
ment. (Laughter.) 

Hon. Mr, Beaven replied that ho had not 
said that and he would not. He appealed, 
however, for the condemnation of the gov- 
ernment for having acted in an arbitrary 
and tyrannical manner in tho oxpondituro 
of too funda. Mr. Beaven having concluded 
eteppod down from tho platform, but being 
reminded that Mr, Jeeves wished to ask 
him a question resumed his place there. 

Mr. Jeeves — You sold tho parliament 
buildings cannot be stoppod. Do you not 
know that tho way tho contract reads the 
work can bo stopped at any time — that it is 
only being paid lor foot by foot ? 

Hon. Mr. Beaven in reply said that so the 
money has been voted for that special pur- 
pose there would be no objcut in stopping 
tho work. 

Mr. Jeeves — Bnt yon said it could not be 
stopped if the oppoaition got in. and that is 
not 80 l' (Applause.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — Well of course it 
could be stepped (laughter), bnt, as I said, 
the money is there for than speoial pur- 
pose. 

Mr. Jeeves — If a majority oame from the 
Mainland they oould stop those buildings 
to.morrow and let the weeds grow on them. 
(Hear, bear.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — But the money has 
been specially borrowed for that purpoao 
and oould not bo spent for any other. 

Mr. Jeeves — But you have just been toll- 
ing us that money borrowed for one pur- 
pose has been spent for another. ("Hear. 
Iiear," and laughter.) 

Hon. Mr. Beaven — That was by the man 
you are supporting. If yon had an honest 
government it would not be, (Derisive 
laughter.)

Further Negotiations Betweeu Miuers 
and the Uauagement of the 
N. YiSCdal Go. 



Eesalt intheEeductiou of the Workiufr 
Staff aud the Dlmination 

of Wages. 



Nakaimo, Juno 29. — (Special) — The 
miners employed at the New Vunoouver ooal 
mines held a mass meeting to-day, at'whioh 
buainesa of great importanoe affecting the 

well being of the wholo diatriot was dis- 
cuaaod. Iho object of the mooting waa to 
consider the wages question and the mouna 
by which the equalization '.of ,i work und 
wagea for all employea could Be broufjht 
about and the old aoalo of wagoa recovered, 

The minora' ooniniitteo had previously 
waited on Superiutondont Robina, who made 
an extended stutemont in effect that, re- 
viowing the present conditions of affaire, 
ho feared that tho closing down of 
the Northfiold miue could not much 
longer bo deferred, and that it was still 
working waa contrary to positive orders 
from Loudon. Tho financial criala, ho aaid, 
has in a groat nioasuro disappeared, but 
other faotora had arisen which are affecting 
the company quite as injuriously. Ho could 
sea no prospooc for a change for tho bettor, 
and thought it would novor bo possible till 
. the Wilson tariff bill was paaaod and gener- 
al confidence restored. " Ono point, how- 
over," Mr. RobiuB said, "should not be lost 
eight of, namoly, that tho atandard prices in 
future will bo governed more than hereto- 
fore by the rate of wages paid by tho railway 
and Bteamahip companies which own their 
ooUierios and draw the bulk of their supplies 
therefrom. The suoceaa of the employes in 
thoee districts in resisting the cutting down 
of rates below a " living wage " will re-act 
in our favor here. This points out the im- 
pbrtanee of .oonoerted action everywhere on 
. the ]pact of the operatives, as any improve- 
tneht that -would result to the owners would 
, ftlao operate so as to lead, theta to ' deolioe 
to aell their product below a fair 
price, Ihafe 'goes without 'aayin;; ; 
bat it leeniB, so far U I oan see, 
asfftr.offaa evWi.for the colliery owners 
who mine and supply their own looqoibtives 
and steainsUps' will always be . able to lay 
coal down in their fiiel yards at' minimum 
cost, and the producer for the market is 
anxious to get tho highest prioe.he OBn,'obn- 
sisCent wi'Jh securing hia ahare of the trade. 
Whilst the iutertst of these two classes of 
producers are opposed, wo cannot look for 
the general co-operation of colliery ownera. 

" Now a word as to Southfield, Although 
the coal ranks high for certain steam pur- 
poses, wo cannot work it, and we 
are face to face with the ques- 
tion of shutting down the mine until 
busineea improves. In conclusion I muat 
tell yon that it has been mainly through 
the concession you made ua together with 
the new syatom of freightage that we have 
undertaken at considerable additional risk, 
that wo have been able to keep things going 
at No. 1 shaft steadily of late, and we oun 
only hope to do so until a change takea place 
in the market, so long as you continue to 
exercise your forbearance in submitting to 
the present reduction. Had tho reduction 
not taken eSeob we should moat probably 
have been working only two or three days a 
week at No. I shaft, since November last." 
Keference was also made by Mr. Robins, to 
the proapootivo large number of ooal ship- 
ments from Australia, which are having a 
b effect upon an already depressed market. 

The discusaion thbt followed lasted all 
morning. The apoakora who addressed the 
meeting dealt with the question under con- 
sideration quietly, but in forcible language. 
The unmiatakable determination of the 
majority present, particularly of those from 
Northfield, was. to obtain the old rate of 
wages or quit worki Finally the following 
motion was put tq avote and carried :' 

" That there ba ,an equalization of wages 
for all the employes of the com- 
pany ; that the rate of pay prior to the 
twenty per cent, reduction be restored, and 
that a committee be instruoted to convey 
this notice to the superintendent." 

When tho meeting reassembled iu the 
evening to boar the committee's 
report, fully as many minora were present 
as in the morning. The committee reported 
that Mr. tiobina agreed to the demand, but 
if it wcro enforced he would hove to close 
down tho Northfield and No. 5 mines at 
once and No. 1 mino would only work three 
days a week for the nect three months, 
after which work would be limited to six 
days per month. 

Mr. Robins' ultimatum caused a pro- 
longed debate, and it waa six p. m. before a 
vote was taken. The ballot resulted in 292 
votes in favor of accepting Mr, Robins' 
tcrnr.3 and lOS against. This means the 
throwing out of work of some 400 men and 
the reduction of the other men to less than 
half time. 

Another mass meeting was held to-night 
when a committee sent to notify Mr. 
.Robins of the result of the ballot made their 
report. 

Mr. Robins asked what had become of 
'tbe olause in. the. agreement between the 
Union and the Company regarding thirty 
days' notice.- He dlabned, that the men had 
broken faith in not bbaerVliig' their regula* 
tion. With regard to the estabtishmenfe of 
the old wages he oonld do nothing ' until he 
had oonanlted with the management in Lon- 
don, but in the meantime would danoel all 
shipments. A long discussion ensued as to 
whether thirty days' notice should be given 
or not. The meeting broke up atiia late 
hour without any decision being^ioibe to. 
Tho miners will.reassemble on Monday^t 10 
o'clock. '' ■ • ' j

GOEDON V. COTTON. 

The Case Comes Up Again Before the Dirl- 
slonal CoorW 

The cane of Gordon v. Cotton came np 
again in the Divisional court yesterday, be- 
fore Justices Crease and McCrelght. Thla 
waa an appeal from a court order obtained 
before Mr. Justice Walkem, sitting for Mr. 
Justice Drake, amending Mr.- Justice 
Drake's order committing (Jetton to prison. 
Mr. Justice Drake's order of committal 
omitted the statutory requirement " before 
Mr. Justice, etc, ," from the face of the 
order,, and Mr. Justice Walkem's order 
amended the defeat after the order of com- 
mittal had been executed and Cotton had 
been imprisoned. The appellant contended 
that marginal rule 266 did not go so far as 
to enable the court to corroot an error of 
this kind, as it was a subati^ntial ono, and aa 
it was something that was regulated by 
statute ; also on tho ground that Mr. Justice 
Walkem had no jurisdiction to sit for Mr, 
Juatioa Drake and make the order. Tho 
court expreaaed ita opinion that tho rule 
was of Buflicient aoopo to pirmit tho corroo- 
tion of miatakea of this nature, and that 
while perhaps Mr, Justice Walkom'a author- 
ity to ait for Mr. Justice Drake might bo 
questioned yet he, aa a judgo of tho Supreme 
court, had the authority at all events. 
Thoir Lordships intimated that they would 
givo a wricten judgment. 

Mr. Campbell, who appeared for Cotton, 
said that the several orders in this case 
would be appealed to the Supreme Court of 
Canada-. Mr. £. F. Davis contra. 



CISIHIB-FBSIEB. 

I'resiaent Carnot hong Ago Uork^ Him to 
Become a Candidate for His Snccession. 

Paris, June 29. — Adolphe Carnot said In 

an interview to-day : When the Dupuy 
ministry retired in December my father as- 
sured M. Casimir-Perier that he was re- 
solved not to stand again for the presldehcy. 
Ho remarked that Caaimir-Ferier was toe 
beat possible successor to the preaidency, 
aud urged him to accept the premiership for 
the sake of the experience. Sly father used 
his influence to secure his nomination. He 
kept hia own intention to retiro aeoret, lest 
his infiuenoe abroad should deolino. M. 
Casimir-Perier received a siokoning shook 
when ho learned of the murder at Lyons, 
and he resolved to withdraw his candidacy. 
He told his resolution to M. Dupuy, who 
therefore believed himself euro of election 
and pushed his candidacy to tho utmost. 
Caaimir-Perier'a relations and friends urged 
him to change hia mind, and eventually M.

GENTi.KMKN':-Tho general election now being 
near at h..nd. and being a candidate forre^ 
nlootlon, 1 wish 10 plnco my vlowa on some ot 
tho questions commanding your attention, aa 
woll as to iniiniato the lino of action which I 
shall talco and tho measures which I shall if 
opportunity permits, support and maintain.' 

The p ' rty now In po"»or have practloaily held 
oflleetor over oluvun years. Their poUoyhas 
been an Indeflnito ono on many of the questions 
requiring consideration. At the last aeneral 
election tho Uppositlon advocated reform In 
tho land laws ot iho province, and have been 
able to mako some iniportunt changes. 

The privilege of' allowing spooulators and 
noo residents to tako up Inrgo tracts of land 
has been taken away and tho lands arc now 
available for actual suttlors. 

By tho oii'orts of tlio Opposition tho aseesa- 
meat of wild land has been much improved; 
tho ad valorem principle ot asHoBbnionc uccord- 
InKto tho land vahio, is now tln) law. 

Thoro are two oescnliiil mattura yot to bo car- 
ried out in connection witli tho oncoiiraging of 
agriculture settlers. Kirst. tho s.'rvoylng of 
avallablo Inndsjfor such a Ipurposo and giving 
tho necessary information by Lho Lands and 
Works Uopartinent; second, tho mahiog of 
roadn to such sottlflmcnta, so thuc thu farmer 
mavboubloto bring his produce to market- 
such n policy as this must bo adopted in order 
to develop and encourage tho l arming Industry 
of our Province. By so doing we shall add 
muohto onr wealth and prosperity. 

The railway polioy of the tJovornment has 
nut been a buslnons-like ono. From tliu time of 
the grant given to tho Esquimalc & Nanaiiuo 
Hallway down to tho Naausp & alocnu deal, 
the intorea s ot tho Province ai.d tlio welfare 
of the people have not been well gu irdod. On 
tho one hand a corporation rccoivoj a largo 
subsidy and an inimonBU tract of land, free 
from taxation for over ; on llio other, u private 
company is subsidized by guaranteeing the 
bonds to tho full cose of tho road oa well as In- 
terest on tho same for twenty-flvo years. Ono 
cannot but come to tho conclusion that a Gov- 
ornmont policy of such a character is likely to 
bring tho credit ot the Province Into disre- 
pute. 

MonopoHos of any kind aro to be deplored : 
but inonopollon hacked by Government aid and 
support aro often tho most dliQcult to over- 
CO < e. Govoinmont aid to suoh an extent as 
has been given in tho InHtnncos referred to 
precloduB other roads from being assisted or 
built. As an instance of thin wo recognize tlio 
dllllculty tho liriiiah Pnoillc l{ail>»ny will havo 
i)i dealing with thoEsquinialL&NanaiiiioK^il- 
way and ItsoxiBting righta. Thus by the action 
of tho present Goveruiiiont in tho past it looks 
ns if thu province woro at tho raorov of ring- 
Htora and nionopolists wlio are doapoillng tho 
people of thoir iioritago. 

1 amopposoci to tlio exocutlvo using its power 
to mako largo appropriations of money by 
epecial warrant for loads, streets, bridges and 
public works, without first submitting such 10 
tho legislature. Suoh a course Of action leads 
to favoritism and corruption and is not in ac- 
cord with tho prinolples of consticutlonal gov- 
ernment. 

I havo advoeited, and will continue to do so, 
llio reduction of taxation on imp > o vumonts and 
tho abolitionof taxes on mortBagoa. Tholattor 
impoHL proPsos doubly hard upon tho borrower, 
and tho repeal of this law would bo in tho in- 
torist and forthoadvancemontof the province. 

The practice followed on tno ovo of a general 
election ot promising aid to public works and 
insticutiona by inemborsof thoc-V' cuLlvosbould 
bo condemned, us it ia attompting to bribe the 
electors with their own money. Tho independ- 
ent electors should answer thla by sendlnttmen . 
to the Legislature who will do their utmost to 
remove such ministers from power. • ■ •. ' ' - 

During Lho post, four yeim leglsiatloB has 
been brought abont,^ohleSy by the Opnniiition. • 
in reforming the Uohool Law. The residents of 
the cities have now greater power over tho man- 
(igoment of their sohoola, and more isyet desired 
in thla particular. I shall use my best endeav- 
ors to bring this about, so that our schools may 
bo free of all political influenocs. 

I have also advocated further restriction on 
Chinese immigration and the employment of 
ChlncBo by any company seeking charters or 
granl^from tho Legirfhituro. I have advocated 
and still mainlain that a clauso should be in- 
serted in all bills giving such privileges or aid 
to urovont tho omploimeut ot this class ot 
labor. 

I also liavo advocated tho nocepsity of em- 
ploying residents of the Provinoa instead ot 
non-roBidontsorfaroiguers in tho proaocutlouot 
all works or contracts lot by tho Government. 

It is impossible in an add' ess of this kind to 
touch on all questions alfectiog the Province. 
I hope, however, before long to have the oppor- 
tunity of addressing the electors in public 
meeting, atwhicbtimelwill refer to matters 
more extensively. 

Hoping that my past record as a ropresenta- 
tivo In the LnoalXegislaturo has been aroept- 
ablo to yon, I again seek yonr rotes and sup- 
port.

now tho error had occurred. I sent In a Unal 
tender aa called for by advorliaomont iu the 
daily papora, and gave tho price of the two lots 
as $S,'>00. I hope tMs wl.l explain tho " mvstor- 
ioua Increase?, referred, to in Mr. Wilson's

Ai.D Keith-Wilson supposed that this 
demanded un explanation at his hands, as 
he was the party referred to in it. It was 
simply i\ question as to tho truthfiilnena of 
the stateititiUta contained in his letter to tho 
Times ; any statements ho made, verbally 
or otherwise, ho was able and willing to 
substantiate. His object in writing to the 
Times was to refu'e statements made by 
that P'ipRr, both in :i leading article and in 
a rept.'^ - f thp counoil proceedings, in rofer- 
eiicf- " >••■ nirehise of on electric light 
site — uuil htj luought he had answered the 
statements very conclusively. lu th'o mat- 
ter the writer of the lotter that had just 
been read appeared to be a oatapaw used to 
draw Eomebody el-o's oheatnuta out of the 
fire. The owner of the property in question 
said he did not know him. The firsc olTer of 
the Iocs in question gave their price as 
S3.000 ; then Mr. Croft had written saying 
this was a mistake— $3,000 each bad been tn* 
tended, hub be would sell at $5,000 for the 
two. That was bow the price gradually 
crept up — afier the eleotrioal engineer 
had reoomniended the property as a suitable 
site. Later, on, Mr. Fred. Spohr, the 
owner of the property, had called upon him 
(Aid. Keltb^-Wllson) and said that being tho 
oheapeK'*. hi« lots should be taken. He 

' stftted'thab he had not placed the property 
in Mr. Oruft's hands, but with Mr. Holland, 
and had never said anything about asking 
J.-J.OOO for each lot. What be had told the 
io»l estate agent was that he would sell tho 
two lots for 5'J,000 and give the agent the 
usual commissiori if he made tho sale. Mr. 
Spohr on tho 18th of ,fune gave him (Aid. 
Koith-Wileon) a memorandum note in which 
the facta us stated were briefly sot forth.

Ald Hl'.mi'IIUky could not see that at 
any time 50,000 had been asked for tho 
properly. Mr. Croft's letter, in which this 
price waa referred to, simply said that it 
had been intended to aslc iJ.'j.OOO onch in- 
stead of for the two lots, but that 65,000 
(not §6,000) would ho taken. 

Ald. Keith-Wii-son replied that the let- 
ters were there and spoke fcr tbnnisnlvna. 

Ald. Mdnn stated that when the counoil 
met an the 20th instant to select a site 
for' the electric light plant he had said 
that he regretted that there had been 
a great denl of . pulling and hauling over 



this matter. So much so, as his fellow 
members ot the board would remember, 
that he had advised them to cut loose from 
every tender .and . erf at >ew buildings on 
property already poasesaed by .the city. 

The MAroii^That ia so. 

Ald. Munk continued' that be did not 
know whether it waa quite: right; to drag 
others into the matter who ba^ no rearplaoe 
in it, but it appeared tb&t the effort was be- 
ing made to introduce a considerable amount 
of entirely foreign matter.in'the endeavor to 
cover up a shad; transaction by blackening 
the character of others. If he were Inoliqed 
to tell all he knew of this eleotrio light site 
purchase matter, the intelligence would be 
found to be much more interesting than any- 
thing the counoil had yet heard about it. 

ALU Keitu-Wilson — Wa should hear it ;

TBB OOLONJAL OONFBRBNOB. 

Xhe Cctldnial Oohfeienoe now ^ aewion in 
OtiAWB:lB an nniqaa assemblage. . It is oom- 
posed.; of' representatives' of all the great 
depehdenoies of Great'' Britain. Great Bri- 
tain herself is represented by the Earl of Jer- 
tey. The object of the ineeting is, as far as 
we can ascertain, to devise means to bring 
Great Britain' and her Colonies into some 
closer . relatioBsblp.. 'than ' that :whioh now 

. obtains. ; ■ • ' 

The Australian'- colonies,' New 'Zealand, 
South Africa and the Dominion of Camada 
form parts of the British Eonpire, ]5ut 
though they all acknowledge Queen 'Vic* 
toria to bs their sovereign there is no other 
bond of anion between them. Tbeoonnection 
between the different parts of the British 
Empire la so loose and undefined that it can 
hardly be called a union at all. The com- 
poneot pikrts of the British Empire are at 
present all friendly, and they all wish each 
other wslli bofe in almost every respeob they 
treat eaoh other, as strangers. Germany is 
oomaieroially as near Great Britain as Cana- 
da {«, and there is no closer union between 
Australian colonies and Cape Colony than 
there is between Russia and the United 
States. Ihia is a ainglar state of thiags to 
exist between the members of the same Em- 
pire, and it is one not likely to last long. 
The delegates at the Ottowa Conference may 
devise some means 'to bring these scattered 
and widely divided conimunitiea closer to- 
gether— muy find out some way by which 
they can be made mutually helpful, both in 

-war and in peace. 

The time may opme when the countries 
nnder the British flag may find,..it .neces- 
sary to unite to defend themselves against a 
common enemy. Ought they nob to bo pre- 
pared for such a contingency '; Would not 
union for defence make them all stronger 
and mora sec ire, and would it not give 
them a higher place in the consideration of 
the family of nations ? It seems to ua that 
Great Britain, with- vigorous allies in every 
quarter of the world, prepared to help her 
and eich other in time of need, would bo 
more than a match for any [nation in the 
world or any possible; oom|iinatIoa\pf na- 
tions. 

^.Xben tbe communities which: call them- 
selves'' British and which' owe fealty to 

Great Britain's sovereign can, if they 
are an diaposod, always help oaol 
other in matters of trade and com 
merce. It is beginning to be seen that 
it is to their interest to ba on good termn with 
each other commercially. The steamship 
and the telegraph have brought them so 
cloBQ together as to oauae them at last to 
realize that they are one people. At Ottawa 
to-day it would bo difBouIt, perhopg, impos- 
sible, for a stranger, say a Frenchman, to 
diatinguiah between the delegates of the 
different colonies. ' Xbey all bear the distin- 
gaiahing oharaoteriatioa of the true Briton, 
la there any reason why these men, who 
speak the same language and have the sdme 
ideas about all important subjeots, should 
not belong to one compact empire, between 
the members of which there should bo no 
trade reatriotions, or the fewest poa- 
slble. We have in the United States the 
example of oommunities having an aggregate 
population of sixty-five millions trading 
with each other with perfect free- 
dom. This unrestricted commercial inter- 
course ia the prinuipil element of their great 



prosperity and of their material strength. 
What is there to hinder the oommunities 
that form the British Empire following this 
very conspicuous example. They are further 
apart, it is true, and they are divided by 
the ocean. But there Is. no reason why free 
commercial intercourse oannpt be carried on 
aa succesafuUy and as profitably by water aa 
overland. 

The subject ia a tempting one and the 
closer union of the members of the Empire 
of Great Britain opens up a glorious pros- 
pect for the British people everywhere, and, 
in fact, for tlio Encliah-speaking races of the 
world. It ia to be hoped that the Colonial 
Conference will take the firstperoeptible step 
totvards bringing about that iinioi), 

ELEOTION PREDICTIONS. 

Wo said something yesterday about the 
ante-election predictions of some of the On- 
tario Bowapapers, but did not quote any cf 
them. Since then wo have road the boast- 
ful articles that iiuvo appeared in the Opposi- 
tion papers of this Province. Wo must aay 
,tbat they are clumsy and inartistie cempared 
with the prophetic nke'ranaes of some of 
their Ontario contemporaries. In order to 
give the the Columbian, the Nowa-Advor- 
tisor and some other of the Cottonite 
papers of this Province a few poiutora on 
the art of bragging, we reproduce below the 
leading article of a prominent Ontario 
newspaper' published four daya before elec- 
tion day. Hero it ia : 

Never luforo in the history of Ontario 
have a Govoinmont gone to the country 
admitting themaalvea ufraid to face the elec- 
toroto. Never before have a Government, 
when Roin.i; to the people, presented a dia- 
orgonizod front. Never have a Government 
faced the Opposition with a broken Oghting 
line. The present campaign, considered 
upon the list of nominations, is absolutely 
unique in our political battles. The shirk- 
ing Government of Sir Oliver Mowat have 
not pretended to offer candidatea in at least 
twelve constituencies. If in so many dia- 
triots their chances are worse than con- 
fessedly nil, in how many more are they 
certain to be defeated ? Trying to 
diminish the evidences of their weakness, 
they are indulging in noisy abuse of the 
Conservatives, while et the same timo they 
are aaaiduoualy courting in the oloae don- 
atituenciea the P.P.A. The only Inflaehoa 
which prevents their stampeding is the in- 
defatigable work, of their army of pap fed 
orators and heelers who are fighUng for self- 
preseryation rad'ceady ito tdni any means 
tb servetheif'bhanoM, .Bnt'it is.all of uo 
avail. ~The latest reports from the obustitn- 
enoies are as reliable as indications can be 
before the polling. A oonaiderable majority 
against the Government is assured, and the 
Province will, upon the 26th, oomo in line 
with the wise, patriotio and economic Con- 
servative policy. 

The party of which the paper that con- 
tabled the above article belonged was badly 
beaten at the election, it returning only 27 
members to the opposite party's 48. It is a 
thouaand pities that ss innob' ingenious cal- 
culation and aaoh clever campaign writing 
ahould have been' wasted. But there is the 
unpleasant uncontradictable fact, the party 
which the above article was written to dis- 
hearten and perhaps demolish was not im- 
pressed worth a cent. Its members faced 
what they were told was certain defeat with 
great cheerfulness, and came out in the 
great majority of cases at the head of the 
poll. The policy of brag and bounce did 
not succeed in Ontario— will it he in any 
reapectmoresuccoaaful in British Columbia ? 

REASONABLE AND SBLF^SSSFJSOT- 
INO MEN. 

" The meeting held in Chllliwaok on the 

evening of the 25 th to conaider the best 
means of protecting the farmers in the valley 
of the Friser from injury by the overflow of 
the river ahowa that the people of the llocded 
diatriot have not loat heart. Though they 
are now aware, of .the. fall extent of their 
loss they are not by any means diaconraged. 
They know that the land of the valley is 
well worth protecting, and they are looking 
about them for some way of having it pro- 
tected effectively. It ia evident that they 
have oonie to the conclusion that it is not 
work that can be done piecemeal. What ia 
needed to reclaim the land of tbe valley and 
to protect it after it is reclaimed, is a. thor- 
ough ayatem of dyking, oonsttaoled upon 
scientific principles. 

We gather from the proceedings of tho 
meeting that the farmers believe that such 
a system can be constructed b^ the Govern- 
ment better and more effectively than by 
private enterprise. They have, therefore, 
determined to apply to both the Dominion 
and Provincial Govormnents for aid. Thty 
do not appeal to thosu Govornmcnta /» 
forma paupcrh. They approach thtm us 
independent and self-respeoting. men, who 
are ready and willing to pay for the benefits 
they may individnally receive. The Gov 
mouts, they believe, have many ad van tugc a 
that they do not and cannot posses. Gov 
ernments are in a bettor position to under- 
take and carry out a work of this kind more 
thoroughly than it can be done by indivi- 
duals acting in their private oapaoity. They 
do not want the GovernmeDt, which 
in this case means the taxpayers of the Do 
minion, to lose a single dollar by what they 
do to proteot the lands in tho Frascr River 
valley from inundation. The land they 
know is good and well able to pay for the 
money expended in reclaiming and protect, 
ing it. They consider that it will be per' 
foctly right to got from those who purchase 
and who cultivate those lauds every dollar 
spent in constructing and maintaining the 
dykea and other necessary works. 

The spirit in which the Chilliwack farmers 
aro applying to the Governments for aid to 
reclaim and proteot the land of the valley is 
shown in tho following extract from the 
speech of Mr. D. MoGillivray. 

'•Itwaaquito oonsistont," ho said, " :o 
ask tho Dominion Government to 
adopt , a comprehensive soheme for tho 
dyking of tho Fraser, it being a 
commercial river. This, however, would 
take time, and they could soaroely oflford to 
wait. Ho would urge taking advantage of 
tho local act, and go oa at once with the 
protection of the land here ; five d'jllara an 



acre would cover the cost, and where was 
the man who would refuse to pay twenty- 
five cents per acre per year to ensure him- 
self against a repetition of this year's loss, 
He contended that tho loss this year was 
greater than would have made tho dyke." 

Air. Banford urged tho farmers to go 
ahead, as there was land enough to cover 
all expenses. Ho, too, believed that the 
farmers of the valley had this year lost more 
than would have paid to build the dyke. 
Mr. MoConnell said that he owned three 
hundred acres, but that he would rather 
own one hundred with security against 
Uooding than three hundred as things are 
now. There is no risk in helping men 
who are imbued with this spirit. They 
would very aoon make the land pay for all 
that might bo spent in making it safe 
against inundation. Getting the Govern- 
ments to help them is very little more than 
a temporary accommodation. The Govern- 
ments can get the money to build the dykes 
at a lower rate than they could get it for 
themaelvoe. The dykes built under Gov- 
ernment supervision would bo of uniform 
strength and construction, and therefore 
better able to roBist the pressure of tho 
water than dykes built by private enter- 
prise. The proteotion of the 'Valley of the 
Fraser from inundation is, in fact, properly 
a national work, and we believe that if the 
right means ore used tho Dominion Govern- 
ment can be brought to aoo that it is both 
its interest and ita duty to undertake it 
withont delay and to carry it oiit. : '.' 

A PPREGIA TI VE SETTLERS. 

At a business meeting held in Chllliwaok 
on Saturday evening the action of the .GoV'- 
ornment in sendiiig aid to the flooded' dia- 
triot was incidentally diccussed. The 
speakers, without distinction of party, had 
a high appreciation of the efforts made by 
tho Government to give the safiferers by the 
flood the help they needed. The Bevd. Mr. 
Allen, though an opponent of the Govern- 
ment in matters political, seconded the vote 
of thanks to Col. Baker " for the energy and 
the sympathy ho had displayed in the time 
of calamity, and also the Government for 
what they had done." . Before the meeting 
was dosed the following resolution was put 
and carried unanimously : 

" Whereas reports have been published in 
certain newepapers that the Government are 
waating money in p-.:.'ohasing poor seeds and 
diatributing the same without considering 
the actual neceasitie.i of the applicants. 

" Theretore be it resolved, that this meet- 
ing contradict and condemn such state- 
ments as being false, and oalcdated to m^ia- 
lead, and that the seed we have seen wss 
first- olaas oonsideriag the season of tbe 
year." 

It is to 1)0 hoped that tho Columbi-jn 
which raised and published the reports 
here alluded to, has learned a lesson that 
may be of great service, to it in the future. 
It will be along time before the pnblipatron 
of that maiioioaB'''and'gratnitott8 lie is for-- 
gotten in the 'Valley of the Fraser. It will 
have to mend ita ways before it can bo 
either believed or respected by the people, 
who know how ready it was to invent and 
oirbnlate a false report in order to bring dia-

THE PULLMAN STKIKB, 

ICiiorniouB Prniiortlons to Which the Move- 
ment Has Grown— Action of the 
Attorney-General. 

CmcAOO, June 29.— With the beginning 
of a few bnndrod . dlsoontented Bttlkera at 
Pullman,' III., wli'o attempted to force 

merely a local issue successfully, the Pull- 
man strike and consequent boycott has aa- 
sumed the proportions of the greatest battle 
between labor and capital that has over been 
inaugurated in the United States, Within 
three days over 20,000 men have either quit 
work or have announced their intention of 
so doing in Chicago, and adding to this are 
the many thousands on the Myatems all 
through the West who have gone out on 
strike in obedience to requests from the 
officers of the American railway union. 

It has been estimated at the headquarters 
of the American Railway Union that fully 
40,000 men are now out on account of the 
refusal of the PtiUman company to settle the 
differenoa with its employes in the shops. 
Nearly double that number will be ordered 
out at once, and the strikcjwill include not 
only members of the union, hut Knights of 
Labor, Brotherhood men and other organ- 
izations which can in any way affect the in- 
taregts of the roads which have decided to 
stand by Fnllnian. It was given out at 
headquarters to-day that the different roads 
out ot Chioago handling Pallman oars would 
be snfiSoientiy crippled to warrant the. re- 
mo val of the .base of -operations of the efiSoers 
of the Amisrloan Batlway .Union .'from Chi- 
cago to St, Louis, '-v.. 

Yesterday afternoon United : States Dis- 
trict Attorney Gilohrisb'reoeiyed'a dispatch 
from A ttomeyrGeneral < Olney intimating 
th at advloei ' had been . ! reoeived ' from the 
Postmaster-General indioBt{ng-..rtbBt the 
transportation of the United States^inail on 
the road in question was either, /obstrooted 
or in danger thereof. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral instructed the United States District 
Attorney to proceed against all individuals 
concerned in such obstruction, and to place 
warrants in the hands of the United States 
marshal, who in turn waa instructed to 
appoint all the deputy marahala necessary 
for proper enfcrcomont of law and to arrest 
all persona interfering with or interposing 
any obataclos to the government of trains 
carrying the mails of the United States. 

This action of Attorney General Olney 
was predicated upon a dispatch forworded 
early in the i.fternoon in behalf of the re- 
ceivers of the Santa Fe to Postmaster Gen- 
oral Bissoll, setting forth the condition 
caused by the strike and aeeking relief. A 
rumor was set abroad that the meeting of 
general managers had determined that the 
strike must end, and that Pallman ronst 
consent to arbitrate with hia striking em- 
ployes. 

New York, Juno 29 —George M, Pull- 
man, preaident of tho Pullman Car Com- 
pany, has issned a oomprohenaive statement 
to the public with regard to the - efforts of 
the company to keep its works open and 
give employment to its men. Ho says : 
" At tho commencement ot tho serious de- 
pression last year wo were employing at 
Pullman 5,816 men and paying out in wages 
there §305,000 a month. Negotiations with 
intending purchasers of railway equipment 
that were then pending for new work were 
stopped by -.them, orders already given by 
others were oancelled, and we were obliged 
to lay off a large number of men in every 
department, eo that by November; 1S93, 
there were only about two thousand men in 
all the departments, or. aboat one-third of 
the 'nomral number^ -I 'realized the neces- 
sity for tho most strenuous exertions to pro- 
cure work immediately, without which 
there would bo great embarrassment, not 
only to the employes and their families at 
I'ullmun, but also to those living in tho im- 
mediate vicinity, including between seven 
hundred and tight hundred omployea who

Caron vice-preaident. Hon, Mr. Bowell 
read a carefully prepared addreea, in which 
ho outlined a plan of action for the confer- 
ence. Ho urged that the Imperial govern- 
ment be meinorializod to remove all legal 
obataolea in the way of tho coloniea making 
preferential trade armugomonts between 
thomaelvea. He also urged that the Im- 
perial government bo aaked to abrogate the 
moat favored nation clauots in tho Gorman 
and Belgian treaties. Ho roconuneud- 
nd, when thesa obataolea were removed, 
tho establishment of a colonial customs 
union, and urged concerted action on the 
copyright question, cable communication 
and tho steamahip aervice. 

Tho address was well received, and 
ordered to he printed for consideration at a 
subsequent mooting. 

A resolution of condolence with Mr. 
Bowell in the death of hia son-in-law waa 
unanimously passed.

The result has been uccompliahed 
merely by a roduotion in wages, but tho 
company has borne its. full -Share by elimin- 
ating from its eatimates the use of capital, 
machinery, and in many oaaes even going 
below that and taking work at a consider- 
able loss," During the uight of May 10 a 
strike was decided upon, and accordingly 
D'.'.xt day about 2,S00 of the employes quit, 
leaving about GOO at work, of whom very 
fewlwere skilled workmen. As it was found 
itnpraotioable to keep the shops in operation 
with a foroe thus diminished and disorgan- 
ized, the next day those remaining were 
necessarily laid off, and no work has since 
been done In the shops. The pay roll at the 
time amounted to about $7,000 a day, and 
was reduced S5,C00 by the strike, jo that 
during the period of little more than six 
weeks whiob has elapsed, the employes who 
quit work, have deprived themsolvea and 
their comrades of earnings of more than 
?200,000."

Tho subscribBrs of tho Royal Jubilee hos- 
pital held tboir annnal meoting yesterday 
.1; afternoon in the oity hall, tba president, 
Mr. Charlea Say ward, ii- tie ei^^^ 

After the Adoption of the mlautea, the 
directors' report for the year 'was road aa 
follows : ■ . . , 

( piBEOXOBS' BBPOBX. . ■ 

"Ladies and Gentlemen :— The dtreotora 
beg to submit the fourth >nnual report of 
the institution for tho information of the 
donors, aubsoribers and publio generally, 

" Owing to the depresaod state of buai- 
nesa in the oity during the past year the 
revenue of tho hospital has suiTered consid- 
erably, and in March last an arrangement 
was mode with tho oity council to place a 
by-Iaw.boforo tho citizans for a loan of $'i5,- 
000, which has ainco lieen carried by a Urno 
majority. In January last, the late Hon. 
J. i). Poihberton bequeathed tho munificent 
sum of §2,000 to tho iuatitution, which was 
largely aunplenientod by Mrs. J D Pem- 
borton by"a donation of $1,500. The Bjai d, 
to expresa their appreciation of sucli a sum, 
have decided to erect a maternity wuvd 
(plans of which are now being prepared), to 
be named the ' Pomborton ward.' 

" The eatiraato of feea from pay patients 
of §12,000 has not been reached, tho unn U'U 
received thia year being under §8,000. 

" The drainage of the hoapital ia atill a 
source of much anxiety to tho directors, 
and it ia to be hoped now that the oity have 
full repreaentation tliad this will bo at- 
tended to without delay. Tho lighting of 
the hoapital is still done with coal oil, but 
it ia hoped the oity will now aee its way to 
adopt electric light or gas. The item of 
laundry ia atill heavy, but until proper 
drainage is adopted by the oity and a 
laundry established at the hospital, this 
ooat ia not likely to. he materially lessened, 
owing to the enormous amount of work 
done at the inatitutiou. 
• " The report of the reaidont medical 
o£5cer showa a very Urge list of out patients 
treated numbering S^5, aud 606 outdoor 
patients. Dr. Biehardson, the resident 
modioal oMoer has continued his earnest 
efforts in every W*y during tho past year, 
and the harmonious working of the whole 
staff under hia control ia worchy of all oom- 
mendtttiou ; the training eohool for nurses 
is m active operations, and ia fully dealt 
with in hia report. 

" Tha honorary treaaurer'a atatement of 
accounts and report ia likawiae appended, 
aa also that of tho auditor, and gives a oom- 
pleto statement of tho financial atanding of 
the institution to the 31st May, 189i. Tho 
list of donations has considerably fallen off 
from the previoua year, owirg no doubt, aa 
stated before, to depreesion in busineas. 

" The diceotora have again to thank all 
the visiting medical officers for their great 
attention at all times, and their iudefatig- 
ablo exertiona on all occasions to promote 
the welfare and popularity of the inaiitu 
tion. Tho directors beg also to thank the 
very numerous donors ot gif ta of every doa 
cription, 

" The thanks of tho Board are alao due to 
the King's Daughters for fully furnishing a 
room set apart for the oare of sick children;

Ladies and Qentlemen: 

" The Directors, Honorary Treasurer 
and Medical Officars' reports contain tha 
particulars necessary to obtain full informa- 
tion respecting tho roaourcea, expenditure 
and general work of the hospital during the 
year ; besides other ^interesting dotaiia of 
various matters coming within the lino of 
their respootivo duties. It may therefore 
be desirable that thia addreaa should limit, 
itself to a fow observations suggeatod by 
the experience of tho paat, and which may 
at this time, when uonsiderable changes are 
being made in the management, lead up to 
inquiry aud profitable diucuasion. 

" Probably tho subject ot most impor- 
tance and one necoaaary to bo immodiutely 
dealt with, ia as to the future maintenance 
of the hoapital. It ia a subject for congratu- 
lation that by mutual arrungeniont with the 
oivio authorities and with the generous ap- 
proval of the ratepayers the institution is 
about to be partly freed from debt. This 
oannot but havo a bencllcial effect not only 
in relievicK the directors of a large annual 
payment of interest, but in bringing the 
oivio body and the ratepayers generally in 
closer touch and sympathy with the humane 
aims and work of the hog{)ital, and tend to 
keep oliVe the active interest and Rood .will 
neoeisiry for success. A review of the 
financial statements shows as follows :

" That a similar amount oan, under the 
present condition of /affairs and the sources 
of revenue in sight|' be now realized, is to 
say theleaat extremely' doubtful, and it is 
therefore necessary to serionsly consider 
whether its reputation and efficiency oan be 
maintained on the reasonable expectancy t>f 
the coming year. Without agreeing with 
those who would limit the expenditure to a 
point that would reduce a noble institution 
to little better than a poorhouso infirrr.ary, 
it is thought that soma reforms in the direc- 
tion ef economy might bo made, and yet 
maintain the high standard that the hos- 
pital has hitherto enjoyed. With thia ob- 
ject in view it ia respectfully submitted that 
tho following are worthy consideration : 

" 1. The subdivision of the directorate in 
to very small committees, charged with tho 
oversight and tho responsibility of well de- 
fined apartments, reporting at regular and 
short intervals to the main body, 

"•2 Tho delegation to a chnaen committee 
of ladies of aome of tho woik hitherto fall- 
ing on the directors, thereby .aeoursng the 
aotive support of those who can do much to 
popularize the institution, and who are be 
sides more fitted than the sterner sex for 
thcso duties. 

" ,'5. Changing the present method of ob 
taining admission to the benefits of tho hoe 
pital by inaiatineon more rigid .inquiry Into 
the financial position of ' tbe'appliOitnt, and, 
vfbilo excluding none on account of poverty, 
to ensure that those who oan are made to 
pay. 

"4., In utilizing the pa^tnrago and land 
oonnected with the inatitntion,, by keeping 
sulBolent cows to supply the neoeaaary niilU 
and also to orrango for having tho laundry 
work done on the promisoa. 

" 5 By so dividing the dutioa of tho onn- 
sulting and visiting stall that tho whole (or 
tho greater portion) of thu medical profoa 
sion will deem it in the interest of their 
patients to adviso them to avail themselves 
of tho hoapital appliances and priviloges, 

" 0. To adopt a eoalo of foes for pay pa- 
tionto, which whilo being fair and reason- 
able, will bo profitable to tho institution, 

" 7- To limit the expenditure for a resi- 
dent medical officer to a definite amount. 

" In conclusion, to niy colleagues with 
whom during tho year it lias been my privi- 
lege to associate, allow mo to say that it is 
a pleaauro to remember the regularity with 
which M meetings have been attended, and 
tho great interest taken in all matters affect- 
ing tho hospital'B intercBtf, and esprcially to 
note the kindly feeling which has prevailed 
amongst ua ; and although some of the pre- 
ceding BUggtations did not when presented 
intet with the views of the majority, it is 
hoped that, in si|>ht of a depleted treasury 
and an increased expenditure, they may now 
meet with more favor.

WELL ANSVVEttED. 

Continued from pnffc One 



Mr. Jeeves, who had been conducting the 
interrogatory from the boJy of tlie hall, 
then went up to the plolfnrm and made a 
short uddreaa. Ho Ruid that when he came 
to the Province in ISSl. and went to work 
aa a bricklayer at the drydock, ho oouUl not 
pet hia money and had pretty nearly to 
liglit tho contractor for it. Mr. Reaveu 
was in power then, and there seemed to be 
no law for the protection of the workirg- 
man. Since Mr. Beaven had been out of 
office there had been steady progress in the 
Province. (Great applauae.) 

Mr, Arthur Button was next colled for 
from tho audience, and taking tho platform 
aaid ho proposed to tell tho reasons he had 
tor being opposed to tho pteaeut govern- 
ment. 

A Voice — Because you did not get a gov- 
ernment job. (Laughter and applause, ) 

Mr, DuCton retorted that " the man who 
is doing bo much mouthing " was in opposi- 
tion until heilostt hia ^^job in tho opposition 
newspaper, 'when! he became a supporter of 
the governmenk;^ He- proceeded to belittle 
the.odndiliatioh'and.arDitration act, bociiuso 
he olalttied 'that . 'tlie 'aibioable arrangement 
made tlie oUiar day. between the contractor 
for tho new| tnlldings and his employes 
might have •'< been made without any act. 
He descanted upon the expenses cf Hon. 
Col. H»ker, iknd of tho amount paid to Dr. 
'DavIb for his trip to Ottawa, claiming that 
the Djutor only reached there after thu^closo 
of the onnveution which he went to attend. 

Mr. M.trohant, from the audlenca, said 
he wished to put a few queBtiooB to Mr, 
Holmcken, Brat of all whether he did not 
think that wjgea should be preferred' over 
everything? 

Mr. Holmoken — 'Why, of course. (Ap- 
plause.) 

' Mr. Marchanb continued, asking : 
Wnether property qualification should not 
bH abolished with reapeot to municipal 
afF lira ? If manhood auffrago is a good thing 
for the province, ia it not ijood for the city 
also ■; .Should not the landlorrt'd preferonou 
ba oboliabod in every reepeol ? Should not 
chattel mortgages upecify tho exact goods 
cover, J, aa in England? And, to Mc. 
Kruden, would he favor doing away with tho 
$200 dopooit required from candidates for 
the legislature ? 

Mr, Bradon— No, 'U'ithoiit th^t we 
would probably havn twenty-four candidates 
in tho field instead of eight, and the very 
men who wore wanted as representatives 
might thue bo defeated by BpUtting' tbe 
votes. (Applause.) 

Mr, Marohant aaid wi'.h rcnpeot to the 
Canada Wostarn railway, if the promoters 
aro Buooesaful in floating it, it will bo only 
on condition of alienating a groat quantity 
of land and of a largo grant cf money by the 
public. He would ask, therefore, if it 
would not bo butter for the government 
themselvea to build and own the road and 
retain the land. 

Mr. Bithet replied that ho had not 
touched upon the Canada VVoatorn achemo 
before because, as he had aaid at 
tbe „ meeting in the theatre, the 
mattei?" Is • • in suoh ' a position tha'u 
he cannot Bay whether it is to go on or not 
on the present buaii. Ha had then asked 
tho public to wait aa patiently aa posaiblo 
until he should bo in a position to lay the 
information before them. Ho was not yet 
in a position to say what the prospecls for 
tho Ec'iienio are. But he could say thia, that 
ho was very much in favor of fho road, and 
had strong fiiilh in it, so much so that he 
believed it will ba impoaaiblo for any gov- 
ernment to prevent the building of that 
road some time or other, (Applause ) It, 
mii;ht not be under hia direction, but it 
would be bomohow put through. He had 
proved his faith in the scheme by spending 
a ereat deal of time and considerable 
money upon it, and it should be 
borne in mind that up to tho present it had 
cost tho country not u cent — ill the expense 
having boon borne by himself and others in- 
terested. If they were not suocoesful, 
therefore, the country would not have much 
to blame them for. (Applause ) Uotil he 
know on what terms the road can be built 
under the preaent charter he would not bo 
in a position to say whether or not it would 
be well to build it as a government road. 
The matter, as be had said before, is 
bound to opme before the publio bo- 
fore the road can ba proceeded with 
under its present charter, and in tbe mean- 
time ho must ask them to defer their verdict 
until particulard are heard as to tbe result 
of the negotiations now being carried on in 
the old country. (Applause,) While on 
his feet , he would take the opportunity of 
saying Something with reference to Mr. 
Beaven.' In his (Mr. Blthet'a) previous re- 
marks he had'dealt with the fntare and left 
the past alone. He {elegit vos ^no business 
of his to defend the goverometi't for any ac- 
tions of tbe past. If elected, liowcver, it 
would be bis baBines» to see thikt'tbe publio 
affiirs araoonducatedin suoh a manner that 
the country generally will bo bene 
fitcd. (Applause.) Hu had always 
thought j Mr, Bsaven to bo a fair- 
miiuiod man, anxioua to state only facts, 
not a rash man — certainly with hiu money 
he is not— (laughter), and he had therefore 
been surprised to hear some of that gentle- 
man's statements from the platform, Mr. 
Boaven had said, for instance, that the 
oounlry is in a state of bankruptcy, that 
the government have squandered tho peo- 
ple's money without getting any value, that 
they wore in abort guilty of every orimo in 
the calendar. With respect to Hon. Mr, 
Turner, Mr. Boaveu had said that 
his estimate of receipts was out 
§400,000 in six years, aud that tho expen- 
diture in that time hud exceeded the esti- 
mate by 51,000,090. Putting these together 
it would moan that tho accounts would be 
on tho wrong side to tbe extent of $1,800,- 
000, and yet tho total debt of the province 
is only 5.3,000,000 -which could nob be the 
case if Mr. Ber»von'a statements are corrcob, 
(Applause ) 

Hon, Mr. Beaven — I o&n prove thorn to 
you. I can go down to your office to-mor- 
row and prove them. (Lauiihter,) 

Mr. Rithet continued that he thought it 
necessary that the electors should take 
Bomu cognizance of the confidence which 
the government candidates' have in the 
province compared with' the., luck of evi- 
dence!'' of ' Bny~.*inbh:;' oonfideipoe on the 
part of ' Mr. Bna'ven, ' for" instance. The 
govornment oandidates have every dollar in- 
vested in this province (great applause), 
while Mr. Beaven has hia invested elsu- 



where. That he had had from Mr. Boa- 
ven's own lips, and therefore knew whereof 
ho spoke. Ha must say that bo thought it 
a pity that when tho publio met together in 
this way to diaouaa tho buainosa of the 
province, in which all are ao much interoot- 
od, they could not do so diapaaBionately 
and oven in a friendly way. (Ap- 
plauae ) Ho waa tuco that the moderation 
on tho part of the apoakera on the govern- 
ment aide had been suoh that there waa no 
occasion — especially in tho iibrenco of the 
Promitr aud Hon. Mr. Turner — 
for the very acid reuiarka of Mr. Boaven, 
who had tho advantage of having been in 
tho homie, while the othcra who had apoken 
this evening had only tho information 
which tho publio obtained from the news- 
papers, to base their remarks upon. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Mr. Helmcken then answered the ques- 
tions put by Mr. Marchant. While bo 
would give the workman preference over 
everybody, ho would also give certain 
preferential rights to landlords, so that their 
enterprise might not be chocked i\nd that 
they might with safety improve their prop- 
erly without being forced lo ask for their 
whole rent in advunoo. He agreed that the 
bills of sale or chattel mortgages should bo 
made out aa euggested. Aa to manhood suf- 
frapo in inuuioipal affairs, ho thouf^ht Mr. 
Beaven ia in a bettor position to apoak on 
this subject. (Laughter.) But he might 
say that practically now there ia manhood 
auflfrago. (Applause ) Ho moved a vote 
of thauka to the chairman, 

Mr. John McMillan said before tho meet- 
ing adjourned he wished to ask Mr. Kithet 
a question about the Gbinese. He wiahed 
to know whether it ia true or not trne that 
the solicitors for bis oompany wroUi a letter 
asking that Chinese be admitted to bnild'tho 
roftd. 

Mr. Bithet— That is simply answered:-: I 
never saw the letter from the soUoitors, until 
after it waa published. 1 waB>Dotin;the 
city at tho time it was written. : They were 
acting for the parties who had tbe'haadiing 
of tho charter, but that was not-then irmy 
hands, (Applause,)^' •'-'"'•'V' ;^.:f; .t! 

The vote of thanks to the obairman was 
then put and carried, and tho meeting 
adjourned at 10:15 o'clock.

Troops riding in cars and 
wearing wreaths will bo next, and then will 
come the Bepublioan guard, delegates, 
and students of tho Ecule Polytechnique, 
the hearse with a guard of honor, the dead 
president's private servants, the master of 
oeremoniea, the Carnot family, Pregident 
Caaimir-Perier and the .president of tho 
Bcnato and chamber, with ambasthdora, 
minieters, cardinals, marshals, diplomat- 
ic envoys, ' secretaries ; and attaches, 
senators, deputies, 'peripnal friends and 
conspicuous members of the legion of hosor, 
membora of the Institute of France, rcpre- 
Bontativea of the law courts, the department 
of public instruction and the nationol 
financial institutions, clergymen of- all 
oreedp, prefecta of the Seine, tho Paria muni- 
cipal co'jncil, municipal councila from tho 
provinces, deputations from tho nrmy, navy 
uud collegca of France, representatives of 
the French and foreign press, notaties, etc. 
No group of interest had been overlooked by 
those making tbe arrangements, and tho 
procession will be enormous beyond preced- 
ent la the last generation. :< 



MARINE MOVEMENTS. 

Tho " Empress of India's " Skipper 'Will Take 
No Chances With the Plague-That 
Stra'wberry Sloop. 

The It.M.S. Empreas of India, which Is 
duo from tbe Orient on Tuesday next, left 
Yokohama one week ago yesterday with 100 
saloon paaspngfrs on board and a cargo 
mado up of 2,500,000 pounds of overland 
freight, 100 tons of silk, 100 tons of general 
cargo for 'Victoria, and about the same 
quantity each for Vancouver, Pugel Sound 
cities and Portland. Tho advices say 
nothing of steerage passengers, ond it ia be- 
lieved that Cupt.i J Archibald has not called 
at Hongkong on this trip on account of the 
preva'eooo of tho plague there ; he intim- 
ated some time ago th^^t he would take no 
chances, and would not go to tho port if 
there was any danger in calling. 

The owner of the small sloop seized on 
Thursday by the customs oflicera did not 
appear before Collector A. R, Milne yester- 
day as desired, and it ia believed he has left 
town. Tbe vessel's cargo of strawberries 
has been sold, and the duly paid on them, 
but the vessel herself will no doubt be sold 
later on. 

The aealing schooner Mary Ellen was at 
Hakodate on the 27th instant, with 1,900 
skina. The catch of the Walter A. Earle, 
Oscar and Hattio, and Fawn (4,100 odd 
skins) has been shipped home by the Viva, 

The Versjean towed up to Hastiogs yes- 
terday, witbtbe Active, to load lumber car- 
go for Alexandria, Egypt. The Drammon 
has also gone up to the same mill.
